On October 4th, 1946 RQSIKBERG received a letter from JOfCjyiKIN,

SCLLaR following the war became a prominent member of the Communist 
Party in Erazil and is an executive of the Associao Dos Excombatentes 
(Brazilian War Veterans Society) which is dominated by Communists. SCLIAR 
is also an executive in a Communist dominated pictorial magazine entitled 
"Revista Do Povo" (Peoples Review). It was noted by this source, that 
FISHER contributed photographs to this magazine and among the photographs 
in an article attribut/d to jjimNiere several photographs of the Brazilian 
Communist leader, LUlS^ARLO^^RESTES .

Coverage of the Subject In Sao Paulo was not effect- 
ed due to the lack of informants in that area, a situation 
which has developed with the transfer of personnel to the 
domestic field. 

Regarding REDMONT’s interview with Ambassador 
PAWLEY on September 6, 1946, the Ambassador was approached 
discreetly by Special Agent SAM J. PAPICH at which time Mr. 
PAWLEY stated he could not exactly recall what took place 
on the occasion of the interview with REDMONT. He stated 
that the interview was very short and that he had attached 
little significance to it. 


Por the information of the Bureau a pd interested 
offices, this office has been using the utmost discretion in 
investigating REDMONT’s contacts in the Office of Cultural 
Affairs. Agent PAPICH, who has had personal contact with 
many of the employees of the Cultural Office, advised that 
none of these individuals could be trusted as a confidential 
source of information on the instant matter. 


It is being suggested that the American Federated 
Press may have been used as a blind by the ’’Daily Worker” 
in order to cover the true source of the declarations allegedly 
made by Ambassador MESSERSMITH. 


Although the activities of WILLIAM A. WIELAND have 
not been highly pertinent to the instant case, it has been 
deemed advisable to request the Bureau for background informa- 
tion on this individual. This is being done by a separate 
letter.

of War’. The ’Daily Worker’ states that Messersmith 's 
denial of the speech attributed to him of the American 
Federated Press, an; organization which serves American 
workers’ newspapers, has been accepted ’with a grain 
of salt* by Washington journalists. The reason his 
denial is not accredited is that an American who 
attended the gathering at which the speech was made 
wrote a letter to those newspapermen concerning the 
statements made."

ADDENDUM: 



Since the foregoing data was assembled information 
has been received to the effect that while in Rio de Janeiro 
REDMONT was in contact with LU1Z C IS PRESTES, Secretary- 
General of the Communist Party of Brazil. This was brought 
out in an article which appeared in the Communist publication 
"Tribuna Popular” on October 6, 1946. This article is 'based 
on an Associated Press dispatch from Washington, D. C. , which 
stated that the magazine "World Report" had published an 
interview of PRESTES by REDMONT. In this interview PRESTES 
was quoted as stating that he did not believe that a third 
war was inevitable; that the United States was playing with 
fire by refusing to take action against the Fascist govern- 
ments of Spain and Portugal; that the policy of the Communists 
with regard to the United States was not pro or con; that, 
however, the United States was a capitalist country and "it 
contained politically powerful reactionary groups which 
influenced the government in its aggressive tendencies". 
PRESTES was also quoted as having stated that the Communist 
Parties of Latin America did not maintain connections within 
or without the hemisphere.

Reference is made to the report of Special Agent LUDWIG W. R. 

’GBEHNDCRF dated January 8, 19^7, fl t Washington, D; C., in the case entitled 
' ALEXANDER LED T5IEND0HFF, with aliases, INTERNAL SECURITY - R, and to 
Washington Field Office letter to the Bureau dated March 27, 19U7, in the same 

matter. * 

Referenced report reflects that MEYENDOHFF was born April 18, 
1910. at Leningrad, Russia, and entered this country September 16, 1928, at 
Boston, Massachusetts, from FRANCE. He was arrested in New York City in 1935 
for distributing leaflets put out by the "Friends of the Soviet Union • He 
has admitted membership in the Communist Party from May, 1938, until the summer 
of 19U0 under the alias of JOHN LAwALLE. 

He was arrested June 21, 19U1, by the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service, New York City, as an alien being a member of or affiliated ^with 
an organization seeking to overthrow the Government. He had previously x ought 
deoortation to Russia. Although deportation was recommended, the subject was 
finally released on his own recognizance on December 10, 19U1. 

From July 12, 19U3, until March 19, 19UU, he was employed 
by "Russky Solos" in New York City. Since March 22, I 9 I 4 I 1 , he has been employed 
as an economist by the Soviet Governmen t Purchas ing Commission and Amtorg

JACK is reported as being familiar -with New York City and 
Washington, It. C.j lISYEIiDOEFF has studied and been employed in both cities over 
extended periods of time. {JACK mentioned to informant GREGORY that his 
real name was a good Lithuanian family name and that he was not of pure Jewish 
blood; EEIEUDCRFF 1 s name is not typically Russian and might be Lithuanian.^ 

In view of the above, this office is giving consideration to 
the possibility that EEIEKDGRFF may be identical with the unknown subject 
JACK in the GREGORY case.
